tie economy, as with tho various 
branches of school education, or the 
more ornamental parlor .accomplish- 
ments.

A Wonderful Utah Canyon. 


' In returning to Cove Creek Fort, 1 
again journeyed through Clear Creek 
.canyon. It is mentioned on the map 
as "the pass to Sovicr," and is ono of 
the great natural wonders of Utah. It 
Is about ten miles io longth, and 
through it flows a limpid mountain 
stream that soon joins the river Sevicr. 
In proceeding westward, the first ob- 
ject of interest is at tho very 'mouth of 
tho canyon, and has been named the 
Buried Castle. At a very short dis 
j^ance it closely resemble some vast, 
itlme-worn castle, half-buried in dust 
and accumulated rubbish. The towers, 
•battlements and roofs, rising one above 
'another, have a strangely real appear- 
ance. As tho canyon narrows, on the 
•left is the dome, a moss of rock, oval at 
the summit, which risos hundreds of 
feet in the air. Half a mile farther on 
and on the right, is "Who Knows;' 
a huge rock having tho outlines of a 
•human face, with a very prominent and 
well-shapon nose. It stands close to 
the road. Next the attention is attracted 
by Indian hieroglyphics on tho side of 
a perpendicular wall of rock and at a 
height of about seventy-five feet from 
the ground. These symbols have been 
there for so long a period that the 
Indians inhabiting tho country when 
the Mormons came could give no ex- 
planation of them, save that they "had 
always been there." The rock seems 
to have been deeply chiseled into, and 
the cavities filled with indelible paint 
A mile farther on is tho Throne Boom. 
This magnificent indentation is abont 
two hundred feet from tho "ground, in 
the perpendicular side of abasalffc wall 
five nundred feet high. I shall attempt 
no description of it, save to say that no 
king in the world has so grand a recep- 
tion hall. 
About hall way up tho 


canyon' is Conscience Pass. * Here per- 
pendicular walla of rock tower six hun- 
dred feet high, and approach so closely 
together that there-is barely room for 
the brook and the narrow highway that 
runs beside '.it. at the distance of 
twenty yards from tho pass the trav- 
eler's progress seems completely barred 
by walls of rooh; From that point the 
canyon widen*, bat it abounds through- 
out with wild and splendid scenery. It 
Is said to be seen to best advantage in 
tho summer, when its 'declivities are 
clothed with verdure and flowers, and 
its pines aro in their utmost vigor.—

How the Russians Ureas. 


Many of tho illusions which the trav- 
eler brings with him from his readings 
are, indeed, somewhat rudely dispelled. 
Of the " silken garments of tho Bokhar- 
rian or Persian, of the " dangling tail 
of the Chinaman," of the " pearly teeth 
of tho Arabian," of the " wild-looking 
savages and skin-clad Esquimaux," 
which writers of fifty years since do- 
scribed as ordinary sights in the streets 
of St. Petersburg or Moscow, you soo 
now as little as of tho Cyclops of Ulys- 
ses or the Lestrigons of Sir John Man- 
do ville. Even here, on the border of 
Asia, Tartar, Armenians and Persians 
are only distinguishable by their fur 
caps a little higher or a little lower, 
turban-shape or miter-shaped, for the 
quaintness of old Muscovite costume or 
gorgeous Eastern finery, a man must 
nowadays bo referred to picture-books 
or museums. The tendency of our age 
is to Frenchify tho very gorillas. The 
only article that distinguishes tho Rus- 
sian from any European, and especially 
from an English crowd, is a head-gear, 
for the cylinder or tall hat seems to bo 
held in abhorrence, and is hardly ever 
seen, even on foreign heads, in bureau- 
cratic, and cosmopolitan St. Petersburg 
—not so much, probably, because the 
crazy Emperor Paul waged war against 
those hats and against shoestrings in 
his ukases as because winter would for- 
bid their use under penalty of a forfeit- 
ure of a man's oars Jfor six months in 
the year, and the habit of a half-year 
sets the people hero against tho wear of 
pur awkward, irrational and unbecom- 
ing chimney-pot during the other half. 


The Russian custom of the lower 


classes consists of a black or white cap, 
with tho brim drawn down on the brow 
and shading the eyes; a long, loose, 
shapeless dark-blue or brown greatcoat, 
flowing down to tho heels, and heavy 
top boots up to tho knee. From the 
folds of the coat you mtty here and 
there catch tho sight of the red blouse 
or «f tho broad rod sash and black vel- 
vet breeches which were once popular; 
but, as a rule, tho black, long gaberdine 
hides everything; and, bating tho color 
or tissue, the same garment, tho same 
medley of international rage, seems 
equally to suit Russian or Tartar, Mos- 
lem or Christian, Gipsy or Jew. Mer- 
chants and brokers, 'and other middle- 
class idlers who crowd the steps of the 
exchange, wear tho jacket and wide- 
aWako hat now common to all Europe; 
gentlemen of a higher rank are either 
in military * or civilian uniform, and 
these also throw over it their heavy 
riding cloaks, regardless of tho stifling 
heat, a Russian apparently never foci- 
ing comfortable unless he is swathed in 
loose drapery from head to foot. The 
funny park-pie hats worn by the droski 
drivers in St. Petersburg or Moscow 
'disappear as wo come farther east, and 
hero the Isvoshthik buries his head and 
half his face in his ugly black hanging 
cap like other men. Xhe Russians are 
as hirsute a race as any Asiatic. Those 
of the lower classes, whether out of an- 
cient Muscovite pride or to spite the 
shade of Peter the Great, tho great 
shaver, are bristling with such fulirlong 
beards as might excite tho envy of their 
shaggiest Kalmuck or Samojode fellow- 
subjects; some few have a mane at the 
back of the head down to the shoulders, 
but for most of them tho hair is clipped 
in a straight line by the barber, a prim- 
itive artist, who claps an earthen pot on 
over tho head and ears when they go to 
him for a shearing, and trims round 
and round whatever protrudes from the 
pot. Hair and beard are usually un- 
kempt and tangled, a fit frame for the 
face, where a coating of several weeks' 
dirt neutralizes the color of the skin.— 
London Times.

The Charleston Buzzards. 


The sacred bird in Charleston is the 


buzzard, not for any majesty of mien or 
dignity of flight, but because of its sup- 
posed efliciency as a scavenger. 


There is not in the animal creation a 


moro disgusting bird than tho buzzard. 
It is associated in idea with filth and 
corruption. Where decay and foulness 
unspeakable are found, there will the 
buzzard bo. Unhappily, tho haunt of 
the buzzard in Charleston is tho other- 
wise clean and sightly market. Tho ono 
Elaco which should bo without spot or 


leniish, and is really admirably kept, 


is defiled by tho presence of loathsome 
buzzards. These birds swoop about the 
streets alongside the market, wrangling 
over morsels of meat or offal, and when 
market hours are over they do not con- 
fine themselves to the streets. ' The 
thought that they can drag themselves 
over the stalls is not conducive to appe- 
tite, especially in warm weather. 


Of what use are the buzzards? They 


swallow gluttonously the scraps 'from 
tho market, and so keep 'the streets 
clean. But thcro is no necessity for 
throwing offal into the streets in order 
that buzzards shall play scavenger. 
When the butchers gather up their offal 
and rubbish as other citizens are obliged 
to do, there will bo no neer'i of scaven- 
gers, and the buzzards will iind another 
roost. And if no offal is now thrown 
ont and noscaveDger is needed, why are 
tho buzzards held in reverence? 


There is a tradition that any one who 


molests one of the buzzards in CharleS- 
.tcn Market will be fined five dollars. 
Nobody has been fined in this way these 
many years. Why the' fine, if ever au- 
thorized, was ever imposed, no one has 
vouchsafed to explain. The presump- 
tion is that the buzzards are deemed 
venerable because they have haunted 
tho market time out of mind. They 
are, so to speak, a landmark. If this 
is a reason for not interfering with 
them, thcro was good reason for object- 
ing to such innovations as street cars, 
gas and water works.—Charleston (S.

England and in New York, especially 
here, and is greatly enjoyed on account 
of the skill required for proficiency.

9, 10, 11, 12 or 13," as the hand of each 
may justify. Should any one fail to 
mako tho number of tricks he bids for 
ho must pay to each competitor a forfeit, 
regulated by a scale of prices agreed 
upon beforehand. 
The agreement is 


imperative; without it the game is impos- 
sible. It is accounted the most complex 
and difficult of all games at cards, and 
is therefore a favorite with professional 
gamblers. Boston has been played in 
Franco and England, where it is often 
spoken of as the American game. Ben- 
jamin Franklin has tho reputation of 
introducing it in Paris. 
Ho gave it tho 


name of his native city, and is said to 
have been a very clever player. Tho 
philosophers of the eighteenth century, 
who wuro his coinnanious in Franco 
were very fond of the game and delighted 
in its novelty. Baron d'Holbnch is re- 
ported to have said that only a man of 
geiuua could excel at Boston. Tho gnmo 
has always been played more or less in 
the Southwest, where much money ia 
still lost and won by it.

BABES IK TBLK WOODS.

they appeared to him. 


One of these blunders he termed the 


*;Biblical" blunder. Too many temper- 
ance workers came to the Bible with a 
case already made up. They believed in 
total abstinence and believed in the Bi- 
ble, and were bound that the two should 
agree. They were determined to find in 
all tho passages bearing upon tho subject 
a direct und positive prohibition of the 
use of strong drinks. They found pas- 
saged which seemed to favor tho use ot 
wiiu', and those had to be got around in 
somo way. So they twisted tho words, 
and limited for roots, until they formed a 
theory that whenever wine waa spoken 
oC favorably, it meant unfermented wine, 
or tho simple juico of the grape, aud 
whoro it waa dououucotl, tormented wine 
was referred to. Tho weightof linguist- 
ic authorities was against this distinc- 
tion. There was no doubt at all about 
the Bible being a temperance book, and 
it tho principles luid down in it were car- 
rioil out, thuy would bring about temper- 
ance, but these principles wore not al" 
ways applied to details, aud iu different 
ages, and among dilFeiwut people, these 
principles had been applied to meet the 
peculiarities 
of 
tho 
time 


ami 
tho 
race. 
Temperance 


workers must treat tho Biblo fairly, and 
look beyond the more words to tho un- 
derlying principles, and the spirit of the 
book. 


Another blunder ho termed tho " polit- 


ical " one. 
Ho spoke very plainly con- 


cerning the recent contest in this State. 
He was convinced that the spirit of tho 
rocont agitation was to gain the balance 
of power, and to wield this us a club,forc- 
itig ono or the other ot the poli tical parties 
to terms. Ho did not believe iu this 
balance of political power as a motive. 
If 
tho 
prohibitionists should force 


one 
of 
tho 
parties 
to 
insert 


a 
plank 
iu 
the 
platform 


to suit them, it would be only securing 
the support of men who did not give a 
fig for their ^causo. One of tho worst 
features, too, of this movement was that 
it drew to its support many political 
deadbeuts seeking Jfor personal fpower 
and 
plunder. The 
temperance 
folk 


should beware of those. Tho only true 
plan for temperance workers was to wait 
until tho real temperance leaders should 
doom it_best to make tho start. When 
in tho judgement of these leaders, other 
important questions had been| so far 
Bottled as to render it expedient to take 
up this issue, let them stop forth, 
cut 
loose 
. from 
all 
parties, 


make their own platform, aud start 
out with a determination to stand upon 
it whether they were many [or few, 
whether they cariied a single county or 
not, until they had worked up a senti- 
ment and a party strong enough to enact 
such laws as they desired. Thou Jthey 
would have a sentiment strong enough 
to execute such a law, but not until then. 
Tho speaker drew a comparison between 
the prohibition party aud the abolition 
party, and showed the differences. 
The 


abolition party did not seek for balance 
of power. They sought to build up a 
party. 


Another blunder was tho "church." 


blunder. The preacher drew carefully a 
lino 
between 
the 
function of tho 


church, 
and 
politics, and insisted 


on keeping the two distinct. Principles 
could bo proaohed, but the pulpit should 
not apply them definitely enough to make 
tho church the organ for any political 
party. Tho church was shared iu by 
members of all political beliefs, and when 
tho temperance iasno was mado a politi- 
cal one, it should maintain a separate or- 
ganization, autl riot seok to uao the church 
organization. Tha church was not an 
organization for accomplishing any one 
moral reform 
especially. Its 
central 


thought was the salvation of men. 
Its 


puriioso was not merely to niako men 
temperate, or free from licentiousness, 
but to got at tho man's heart and change 
that. Then those others followed. 


The speaker was closely listened to, 


and stated his thoughts with a clearness 
and wise choice of words, to which a 
more outline of his discourse cau do no 
justice. Tho honest practical sugges- 
tions givou were refreshing to many who 
had heard so much intemperate talk of 
late on temperance.
